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WAGE-WORKERS’ WANTS. 


A GENERAL DEMAND BY ALL TRADES FOR 


Gnu Raps, Mich., April 80.—At a meet- 
ing of the Furnitare Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion yesterday the following conclusion was 
decided upon: In answer to the demand from 
the furniture-workers for a 10 per cent raise in 
wages and the adoption of the eight-hour 
system the following decision is made: First, 
to operate their factories eight hours per day 
on and after May 1 next; second, not to sub- 
mit to any dictation of any set of men as to 
how their business ‘shall be con- 
ducted, the men they shall employ, 
or how they shall operate their respective 
factories. 8 To pay their employes for

. with him only and without reference 

any other person. 

Nelson, Matter & Co. announced to the 
Workingmen’s Committee that an advance in 
wages will be made of 5 per cent, and another 
raise of more than that amount July 1. Ber- 
key &4Gay’s, employes have agreed to work 
eight hours for eight hours’ pay. Other shops 
are divided. committee of workingmen 
thanked Nelson, Matter & Co. for their raise 
and will probably accept it. 


WASHINGTON’S WORKMEN, 


The Various Trades to Make a Demand for 
Eight Hours On Monday. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 30.—An officer 
of the Stone-cutters’ Union said last night that 
the unions were very confident of the success 
of the eight-hour movement next Monday. No 
programme has been arranged. The work- 
ingmen will present themselves to the bosses 
ag usual next Monday morning and inform 
them that eight hours shall constitute their 
day’s work. Where there is objection made 
the men will quietly gather up their tool 
chests and leave. Among the unions which 
will demand the eight-hour law on Monday 
are the following: Bricklayers’ Union, Car-

BLAME KENT. 


Employes of the Chicago Packers to Demand 
a Reduction of Hours. * 


CuicaGo, April 30.—The great packers of the 
Union Stock Yards are the latest represent- 
ative employers called upon to grant an eight- 
hour day. They give employment to between 
25,000 and 60,000 men, and this after- 
noon delegates will wait upon the heads 
of each with the request that they 
adopt the eight-hour system after May 1. 


The firms to be resisted are Armour & Co., 
Fowler Bros., N. K. Fairbank, Hately, Nelson 
Morris, Jones & Stiles and Silverthorn. It is 
only within the past few days that the eight- 
hour question was agitated at the stock yards. 
The men, with few exceptions, belong to no 
labor unions and their desire to adopt the new 
labor day was only formed within the 
ast week. Yesterday Mr. Sid Kent told 
iis 1,600 employes that after May 1 they need 
only work 6 * hours a day, for which they 
would be paid for nine hours’ work. This con- 
cession caused the men employed in the other 
houses to demand that eight hours be 
hereafter considered a day’s work. Several 
meetings were held and the result was the 
formation of an ee from which com- 
mittees to-day will wait upon all the packers. 

It was a bombshell in ourranks,’’ said a 
prominent packer this morning, ‘‘and Kent 
did it all. The men were satisfied; they are 
not union men, and would have worked on 
right along the usual ten hours, had not Kent 
been frightened and offered a compromise be- 
fore he was even called upon to consider the 
matter. His action amused us. 

Notwithstanding this fact, the other packers 
assert that the action of Mr. Kent will proba- 
bly be followed by the other packers. 


A Long Strike Promised, 


PrYTTsncrG, Pa., April 30.—A general strike 
of cabinet-makers, for an advance of 20 per 
cont in wages and a reduction of the working 


hours from ten to eight hours, has been 
ordered for to-morrow by the Allegheny 
County Union, which embraces all the cabinet- 
makers, burnishers and carvers, some three 
hundred in number,in the two cities. The 
manufacturers are unanimous in their refusal 
to grant the increase, claiming that it is im- 
ossible to concede the terms desired, and pre- 
er to close their factories. A dull trade and 
low prices are glven as the reason. The 
workers are determined to secure the aa- 
vance,and a long strike is promised, The 
carpenters of ——1 county will strike on 
Monday for nine hours as a day’s work and a 
10 per cent advance in wages. At a meeting 
last night, it was announced that the master 
enters had rejected the offer, and it was 
decided to call out all the carpenters in the 
county on Monday. 

At Imperial, Pa., the coal miners will in- 
augurate a strike to-morrow for an advance 
of a half cent per bushel.

WILL COMBINE IN A MONSTER DEMONSTRA- 
TION TO-MORROW NIGHT. 


|The Movement Will Not Result in Much 
Trouble to Labor—Only a Few Strikes Ex- 
pected to Follow—Programme of the Turn- 
Out—Industries Which Are Enlisted in the 
Cause. 


To-morrow night the various trades unions 
belonging to the Central Labor Union will meet 
at their respective halls and march in bodies 
to Lucas Market place. Those provided with 


regalia or badges will wear them, and many of 
the organizations will carry torches. Fully 
15,000 men will be in the lines, and from 
that number to 20,000, which is about the 
Strength of the Union. Lucas Market 
will be illuminated by calcium lights, and sey. 
eral bands of music have been engaged to 
head the various unions in their parade. A 
rostrum will be erected and speeches 
will be made by men prominent in 
the labor movements, among which are 
Messrs. Stoehr, Wenter and Sto field. The 
Committee on Arrangements, composed of 
Messrs. Sendig, Heimback, Stoehr, Fritch and 
Gerstenberg, will meet to-night for final per- 
tection of the preparations. The following 
Unions have already signified their 
intention of participang: Furni- 
ture Workers, Carpenters and

Besieds the unions represented in the Cen- 
tral Labor Union, those forming the two other 
grand divisions of organized trades in the 
city, namely, the Trades’ Assembly and the 
Amalgamated Builders’ Association, have been 
invited to attend and many of them will be 
represented. 

THE GENERAL IMPRESSION 
is that but little trouble will grow out of the 
cuntemplated demand. In most cases the 
employers have signified their willingness to 
grant the demands of the men with a propor- 
tionate decrease in pay. Where the demand will 
be refused the probabilities are that but few 
if any strikes will occur. The men are well 
organized, and have been working enthusi- 
astically for several months past to perfect 
their unions, but the work has not progressed 
as they had hoped for bythe present time. 
In many unions no decision has been reached 
on the eight-hour question, and it is still 
under discussion. Others expect to come to 
definite conclusions at meetings to be held on 
Sunday, May 2, and there is necessarily a lack 
of the complete unanimity that is desired. 
However, enough are in shape to test the 
popularity of the movement on the first.

At present, there- 
fore, with relation to any probable action by 
the church against the Knights of Labor, the 
matter rests with the discretion of the Bishops. 
They can advise against it and punish any one 
for remaining in the society in opposition 
to their warning, but in the United states is 
cannot go so far as to excommunicate 
Catholics for remaining in the society without 
first referring the question to the Pope at 
me. I do not know whether Cardinal 
Tachereau has guthority to excommunicate in 
such a case as this or not. Possibly he has, 
but we could not do it here. He is acting 
within the power of every 2 in forbidding 
Catholics from joining the Knights of Labor in 
Canada. He probably sees reasons why such 
an order is necess But we have en no 
action here, and shall not unless we become 
convinced that it is necessary.

Four Murderers Sentenced to Hang on the 
23d of July. i 


Fr. Surrn, Ark., April 30.— Four more In- 
dian Territory murderers received their death 
sentences inthe United States Court to-day, 
and unless the President interferes, will be 
hanged on Friday, 2d of next July. They 
were Blue Duck, a Cherokee Indian, con- 
victed of the murder of a white man named 
Samuel Wyrick, in June, 1884: Kit Ross, 
a white man, whokilled Johnathan Davis, 
another white man, in the Cherokee 
Nation last December; Calvin James, a negro 
who killed Tony Love, also a ne in the 
Chickasaw Nation, last July; Lincoln Sproll, a 
white man, who killed Benjamin F. Olark and 
Alexander Olark, father and son, also white, 
in the Chickasaw Nation last May.

SMITH TAKEN TO JAIL.

& Painful Scene at the Acoused Man’s Home 


tions for the Monument to the Murdered

HacxetrsTowns, N. J., April 30.—It was long 
before daybreak yesterday when Janitor Titus, 
the acoused murderer of Tillie Smith, was put 
in a carriage and driven to the jail at Belvi- 
dere, sixteen milesaway. Detectives Simons 
and McClellan called at the cottage in Sharp 
street at midnight. Titus was dressed, but 
lay on his bed haggard and pale. He came 
down from his bed-room and stood in the hall - 
way while the officers charged him with the 
murder and arrested him on Justice Young- 
blood’s warrant. The prisoner pressed 
bis thin lips together and his eyes 
moved restiessly, but he answered not 
1 word. His venerable mother and 
bis wife appeared. Neither of them 
spoke. Titus looked at them, and then gazed 
moodily atthe ground. His mother began to 
oryand twined her fingers together in an- 

h, but mot a word was uttered. Then 

wyer George Titus, asecond cousin of the 
prisoner, demanded an immediate hearing be- 
fore a magistrate. Titus was marched down 
the main street to the house of Justice Young- 
blood, between the two detectives. He was 
perfectly silent. Within a few minutes a large 
party assembled in the parlor. 

IT WAS A STRANGE PICTURE 

and a strange hour. The white-naired, lean 
magistrate sat tn an easy chair witha pillow 
at ls back. The prisoner sank into a chair 
close by and crossed his legs. Prosecutor

Lawyer Titus 
Was sliently studying the warrant and for sev- 
eral moments no one said 1 The si- 
lence was 80 painful that when the Justice 
conghed everybody started. At last Lawyer 
Titus asked that the evidence upon which the 
arrest was made be produced and that a hear- 
ing be had on the spot. Prosecutor Smith said 
thatthe State was not prepared to go into a 
he and would not be for several days, as 
witnesses had to be brought from the State of 
New York. He said that the Grand-jury 
would meet next Wednesday, and that 
if the prisoner was indicted then he 
coulda be committed without a hearin 

Then the prosecutor, the prisoner and h a 
lawyer retired to another room for a mo- 
ment and when they returned the lawyer 
waived the right of examination’ and a com- 
mitment to jail was made out. Titus was 
taken back to his house to wait until 4 
o'clock, the hour for his removal. He went 
to his bedroom, undressed and lay upon the 
bed. Detective Simons sat at the foot of the 
bedand watched him. The prisoner curled 
himself up and buried his head under the 
bed clothes with his hands covering his 
forehead. Then he tossed from side to

The Mayor and Citizens of Pacific Unite in 
Denouncing Certain Statements. 


To the Editor of the Post- Diapatch. 

Again it has become necessary for the citi- 
zens of this city to ask you to aid them in vin- 
dicating themselves against irresponsible and 
untruthful statements to be found in the 
Globe-Democrat on the 29th inst. The state- 
ments purport to come from our county om 
cials, assisted by that wolf in sheep’s cloth- 
ing, Theo. Furlong, and hisimps. They ac- 
couse the Knights of Labor of having arms, 
ammunition, crowbars, pikes, wrenches, dy- 
namite and other death- -dealing 8 
secreted in their hall, and that the K. of IL. 
were only prevented from —2 them dy the 
astuteness of Mr. Furlong and his (7) detect - 
ives, prev enting great damage to ＋ 2 
and loss of lite!“ As citizens of this cit 
naturally feel aggrieved, knowing that t ore 
never has been uny occasion forevena sus- 
picion of such a state of affairs, and that 
they have aiways felt that they were 
capable of taking care of themselves and pre- 
serving the peace. The only trouble that has 
ocourred here was made by the would-be- 
great-detective, Thos. Furlong, and bis hired 
underlings, when they fired upon women and 
children, armed with corn stalks and gravel. 
There is no doubt but that the railroad com- 
pany has endeavored in every possible way to 
ncite the strikers to some act of violence so 
that they could repeat the outrage of East St. 
Louis and the first one committed here. Now, 
as citizens, we feel it necessary to in some 
way express our contempt for such cowardly 
conduct from those that call themselves men, 
and we say that each and every one of the 
statements contained in the Globe-Democrat 
of the 29th inst. are utterly false and without 
foundation. To-day the Mayor, City Marshal 
and Board of Aldermen and other citizens 
visited and searched the hall occupied by the 
Knights of Labor and found nothing more 
dangerous than some 46 —1 (supposed to 
represent the masks and false faces), a gavel, 
and other necessary equipments of the Knights 
of Pythias, which we sup ppose represented 
the crow- -bar, bludgeons and wrenches, and a 
half-dozen spittoons filled with sawdust, 
which were s 4 yy to contain the dynamite. 
We do not wish to be placed before the world 
as a lot ot brigan ands and desperadoes, and — 
will see from the signatures that follow 
we have been wronged by such articles as 
have appeared in the G.-D. 

We, the undersigned, Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen and citizens of the town of Pacific,

A New Submarine Vessel. 


From the London Graphie. 

An electrical submarine war 2 has been 
invented and — by Mr. J. Wadding- 
ton of Birkenhead, and has 8 been tried 
at Liverpool with complete success. The ves- 
sel, which is cylindrical in shape, is about 87 
feet long, 6 feet diameter amidships, tapering 
toa point at ach end. A conning-tower is 
placed on the top of the vessel, in the sides of 
which are porte which enable the steersman 
to see in every direction, and which is covered 
by a strong, watertight ‘scuttle for access to 
the interior ot the boat. The depth of the ves- 
sel below the surface of the water is regulated 
by two inclined planes, one on each side, 
worked by a lever amidships; and in addition 
there is a rudder, att, worked by aself-acting 
arrangement for keeping the vessel always in 
a horizontal position. The interior fittings 
are 80 arranged thatthe boat may be worked 
by one man, but the usual crew would be two 
men. At each end of the boat isa compart- 
ment for the storage of compressed air, which 
can be used when the boat 1 ha t below water 
for a lengthened period the same timo, 
owing to the a sence ot | comer, fire, -ete.

A Brief Review of the Strike, Its 


Cause and Effects—The 
Come in for Severe Criticism—Mr. Gould's 
Pian of Labor Organization and Insurance 
Scheme for His Employes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatcu. 

New Tonk, April 80.—Mr. Gould sat at his 
broad oak desk and worked while he talked. 
A great pile of correspondence was before 
him, and tabulated financial statements from 
the score of corporations that he controlls, 
occupied his attention. Tall rows ot figures 
were being added up; aggregates were multi- 
plied, divided and compared. Answers were 
written to telegraphic letters pouring in from 
the West ard Southwest, where most of his 
railway properties are. A dozen clerks were 
given instructions as they hurried in and 
popped out with almost the regularity of the 
office clock’s pendulum’s swing. Mes- 
sages were sent to visitors in ante- 
rooms without, appointments were 
made for the day and the night, and the hour 
for each was carefully noted, and a hundred 
things were done that clerks alone are sup- 
posed to worry over. It was a specimen day 
of the life of the man whom the public hails 
as the magnate of American finance. Yet no 
clerk between the great walls of the Western 
Union building was working seo hard and so 
constantly. Millions had not brought ease 
nor bred laziness. A stranger peeping in 
through the window would never have picked 
outthe man bending over the desk, pen in 
hand, for Jay Gould. Im a room adjacent 
were a dozen gentlemen Who would have 
been preferred by the ideal seeker, who must 
have struggled a long time before he could 
have consented to believe that they were 
employes only, and the unassuming working- 
man within their employer—not their clerk. 
This may not be the picture. that the public 
fancy has painted of Mr. Gould’s routine, but 
it is the true picture for all that. 

I hardly feel competent to discuss the la- 
bor question in a general sense,’’ said Mr. 
Gould. It any views of mine are of use or 
value, they are those that pertain to my par- 
ticular specialties—the management of those 
properties in whichI have financial interest. 
I would not feel competent to advise Mr. 
Havemeyer as to the proper direction of his 
sugar business. It would not become me to 
attempt to counsel the manufacturers of New 
England in reference to their business. In 
each case it will probably be found that 
there are special custome and arrangements 
between employer and émploye that have 
grown up with the business that are deveiop- 
ed and modified from time to time as the emer- 
gencies of the case dictate. But ina general 
sense it may be said—may,indeed, be recogniz- 
ed as an axiom—that labor isa — — that 
will, in the long run, be governed absolutely 
Dy the law of supply and demand. Its value 
must fluctuate with the ups and downs of gen- 
eral business. A glance at recent events in 
the West and Southwest will point what I say. 
The strike on the Missouri Pacific occurred on 
March 6 and lasted between two and three 
weeks. It was broken by the proclamations of 
the Governors,

residing along the lines, expressed in their for- 
mation of lawand order leagues, and by the 
criminal prosecutions of striking Knights of 
Labor There was no cause for the strike, 
as everybody knows. Our men were well and 
promptly paid. Thestrike was the work of 
agitators who had constituted themselves the 
rulers of the men, and who lacked the sense 
to use their power with discretion. They were 
big menin a strike. They would be talked 
about by the newspapers, and the strike 
would give them the finger in the contribu- 
tions that would flow in for aid, and these 
agitators who caused all this trouble you can 
count on the — Sly of one hand. hen I 
speak of the strikel ought to explain. The 
strike of itself was annoying, but it would 
have put us to only momentary inconvenience. 
On the morning of March 6 the com- 
pany had in its employ in all de- 

artments 14,315 men. Of these the 

‘nights of Labor strikers numbered 8,717. 
An analysis of the character and occupation 
of the strikers will render it obvious to any 
practical railroad man, orindeed any man of 
common intelligence, that if these 3,717 men 
had — struck and NN lett the 
premises the company would not have b 


obliged to suspend its traffic in any depart- 


ment for a single day. The men who struck 
were the shopmen, the bridge force, 
switchmen and common day  iaborers, 
such as trackmen, freight handlers, etc. The 
10,5988 men who remained loyal to the com- 
pany embraced the engineers, firemen, con- 
ductors, brakemen and station agents. The 
strikers knew this well, and to give any force 
to their action or embarrass the company it 
was necessary to stopthe running of trains. 
To effect this the strikers actually seized 
possession of our great terminal stations 
such as St. Louis, Sedalia, Kansas City, 
Atchison, Texarkana, Denison, Fort Worth: 
and Parsons. The running of trains was 
thus prevented by force and intimidation 
and by actual and continued acts of violence 
—culminating in murder—reguiring military 
interference in Kansas and Texas. As soon 
as order was restored, the resumption of 
traffic followed as rapidly as it had been 
suspended. And in the re-employment of 
labor, since the strike was over, the com- 
pany has adhered strictly to the declaration 
made to Mr. Powderly. Preference’’ Mr. 
Gould said, with emphasis, ‘‘has been given 
uniformly to our late employes, whether they 
were Knights of Labor or not.’’ 

‘*What of the strike’s effects?“ 

The Missouri Pacific Kailroad Company has 
been materially benefited. In re-employing 
men we have been able to select superior 
men.“

There was a gleam in Mr. Gould’s eye. The 
service of professional agitators are too valu- 
able for us; and I suspect that was where the 
shoe pinched with Martin Irons in his refusal 
to carry out either of Mr. Powderly’s two 
orders directi the nien to go to work. 
The final result does not displease us. We 
have to-day a compact * 1 manning 
our property, and we are from the dan- 
gers we once feared.’’
